Mr. Hoover in his conferences 
th u s far has tackled every one of 
th e m ajor problems and has indi­ 
cated th a t he w ants a sta rt made 
at once on the fulfillm ent of cam ­ 
paign pledges. 
The ways 
and 
m eans com m ittee would not have 
begun hearings on the 
tariff 
at 
this session w ithout 
word 
from 
th e president-elect. 
There 
has 
been alm ost as much pressure to 
modify certain schedules upward 
as to cut some of them down. 
The farm 
relief problem 
pre­ 
sents the biggest complication of 
all. .The western republicans, in­ 
cluding 
Senator 
B rookhart 
of 
Iowa, asked the electorate to ac­ 
cept Mr. Hoover on faith, belier 
ing he would m ake a real effort to 
solve the surplus problem . 
Bills 
presented at thia session of con­ 
gress, according to th e 
National 
Grange leaders who have visited 
Mr. Hoover, are not adequate. In ­ 
asm uch as congress was willing by 
alm ost a tw o-thirds vote 
to 
ap­ 
prove the McNary-Haugen legis­ 
lation, the farm leaders 
are re­ 
luctant to take anything less. They

Second Degree Charge 
Made Against Third 
Witchcraft Slayer 


York. Pa., Jan. 12—(ZP)—A ver­ 
dict of second degree m urder was 
the finding of the jury tonight in 
the case of W ilbert G. Hess, 18. 
for his pert in the killing of Nelson 
D. Rebmeyer, alleged “pow pow’’ 
doctor. 
The two others who took part in 
the killing. John H. Blymyer, 32, 
a “pow wow” doctor, and John 
Curry. 14. had been convicted in 
the aame court earlier in the week 
of murder in the first degree. Reh- 
myer was killed when he resisted 
the efforts of the trio to obtain e 
lock of his hair to break a “epeli* 
supposedly held over the Hess tam 
ily. His body was then set on fire 
The jury returned lta verdict in 
the Hess case at 7:20 p. rn. after 
deliberating two hours and twenty 
minutes. 
Conviction of murder In 
the second degree la punishable by 
imprisonment of 
ten to 
twenty 
yearn. It was the lightest^ atntence 
meted out to the three witchcraft 
defendant*. Blymyer 
and 
Curry 
each receiving sentences of life 
Imprisonment. 
Hess 
was 
calm 
when brought into court to hear 
the verdict. 
Hie m other and fa­ 
ther were also there. 
He*** coun­ 
cil shook hands with the jury after 
the verdict and then Hess also 
went to the jury boa and grasped 
the hands of the twelve men. 
Mothar On Stand. 
His 
mother. 
Alice Hens, also 
went to the Jury box. 
She had 
wept through moat of the trial. 
She shook her son’* hand and aa 
he was being taken away said: “Be 
a good boy, W ilbert," 
The commonwealth 
deviated a 
little In today’s trial, by recogniz­ 
ing that witchcraft may have fig­ 
ured in the killing of Rehmeyer. 
In the other two trial* the com­ 
monwealth maintained that robbery 
was the real motive. 
Heat* mother took the stand to 
corroborats her son that she let 
him go to Rehmyer’s only to get 
th* lock of hair and procure a book 
on “pow wowism.” “He made me 
believe lf wee bewitched," she caid, 
referring to Blymyer.

Offer Prize for 
Non-Stop Flight 
Around the World 


Denver, Jan. 12—(A*)—The Den­ 
ver Post announced tonight an of­ 
fer of a $50,000 cash prise to the 
crew making the first non-stop 
airplane flight around the world as 
nearly as possible along th* lines 
of the fortieth parallel of north 
latitude. 
Denver is located on this parallel 
and the Post stipulates th at the 
plane must start in Denver and 
land here. 
This offer, the Post announced, 
shall remain good until January I, 
1931, and is open to aviators of the 
entire world. 
The Post also announced an offer 
of $25,000 to any person who will 
communicate by any means with 
any planet. 


Wichita, Has., Jan. 12—(ZP)—Max 
M. Levand, publisher of the Wi­ 
chita Beacon, announced tonight 
he would guarantee 
$10,000 
to 
form the basis of a fund for a 
non-stop flight around the world 
by Colonel A rthur C. Goebel, noted 
Pacific and transcontinental flyer. 
The flight must be made in a 
Wichita-built airplane, Mr. Levand 
stipulated. 
Colonel Goebel announced W ed­ 
nesday he would begin to prepare 
for such a flight as soon as he re­ 
covers from a recent operation at 
a W ichita hospital. 
An offer of $60,000 from W illiam 
P. Jahn of Milwaukee, Wls., has 
not yet been accepted by Goebel, 
the flyer said.

Mexico City, Jan. 13—(ZP)—The 
director general of customs today 
notified all customs offices that the 
duty on imported gasoline has been 
increased four cents (Mexican) per 
litre. 
The proceeds will be used 
lor road construction.

12—CZP)—Colonel 
Robert W. Stewart intends to lock 
horas with John D. Rockefeller, 
Jr., in a fight to the finish to re­ 
tain his postion as chairm an of the 
board of the Standard Oil Company 
of Indiana which will be decided at 
a stockholders' meeting, ‘March 7. 
Colonel Stewart made thfs plain 
today in a formal statem ent an­ 
nouncing his candidacy for re-elec­ 
tion as chairman of the board and 
questioning Mr. Rockefeller's right 
to speak for 58,000 shareholders in 
reply to a recent communication 
from Mr. Rockefeller to stockhold­ 
ers asking the removal of Colonel 
Stewart. 
Colonel Stewart said 
he 
had 
made no personal solicitation for 
proxies as 
Mr. Rockefeller 
bas 
done, but, declared that solicita­ 
tions by others - had 
shown 
he 
would have the support “of a large 
number of the stockholders voting 
a large amount of the stock of this 
company.” 
The statem ent of the chairman 
was made at the Standard Oil of­ 
fices upon Mr. Stew art’s arrival 
from New York today. 
In an in­ 
formal conversat’on wfth reporters 
he said some of the requests for 
proxies sent out by Mr. Rockefeller 
were being returned with Mr. Rock­ 
efeller's name scratched and his 
own written in. 
His formal statem ent said he 
bad the “spontaneous and practic­ 
ally unanimous support" of all em­ 
ployes of the company and added 
that the support “is purely and en 
tirely voluntary," denying a state 
arent that coercion had been used 
Regarding Mr. Rockefeller's re 
quest several months ago that he 
resign, Colonel Stew art said that 
be agreed to res gn when request­ 
ed .to do so by the stockholders, but 
questioned Mr. Rockefeller’s right 
to speak for them. 
Mr. Rocke 
feller, he said, is a larger stock­ 
holder in other companies of the 
former Standard Oil group than in 
the Standard of Indiana and is not 
dependent upon the Indiana coin 
pany "for his well-being."’ 
Coast Guards and

The U. S. coast guard cutter sta 
Coned here and several fishermen 
on the north shore of Lake Supe­ 
rior have been called to aid in the 
search for two fishermen adrift in 
a rowboat In Lake Superior near 
Hollow Rock, 36 miles from Grand 
Marais, Mick. 
A third fisherman 
made his way safely to Hollow 
Rock. 
His hands, face und feet 
were frozen and he reported the 
heavy frost and smoke would muke 
It impossible for his two compan­ 
ions to row ashore in safety.

Lansing. Jan. 
12—(>¥»)—A now 
form of highway finance division, 
backed by a strong farm er group 
and designed to permit the state 
trunk line improvement program to 
go on uninterrupted for two years, 
is being prepared for submission 
to the state legislature. 
M. B. MdPherson, ti ember of 
the state board of agriculture and 
state tax commission, said today 
that the counties, and many farmer 
members, will oppose a plan put 
forward by the cities 
to 
divide 
weight tax receipts three ways, 
thus cutting the amount appropri­ 
ated to counties, and will offer a 
substitute advocating retention o! 
the present system with a diver­ 
sion of one-third of the gasoline 
tax receipts to cities, villages and 
townships, starting in 1931. 
The state association of super­ 
visors meets in Lansing early in 
February. 
It is 
anticipated 
the 
measure will 
be 
whipped 
into 
shape at that time. 
Cut Three Million. 
McPherson, who has been a Kent 
county supervisor for many years, 
asserted that to adopt the plan 
advocated by the 
cities 
would 
force the counties to resort to a 
direct tax to make up for funds 
Dow provided by the state. 
The 
municipal proposal was that, one- 
tbiM of the weight tax go to the 
counties, one-third to the citied, vlV 
loges and townships and one-third 
to the state, and that tim counties, 
cities, villages and townships take 
over the maintenance 
of 
trunk 
lines, 
inasmuch as most of the 
trunk line mileage would be a 
county 
burden, 
McPherson 
esti­ 
m ates they would have to spend 
about all they get for maintenance 
and would have nqne of the state 
apportionment left for county road 
work. 
The present system 
gives 
the 
counties more than 
$9,000,000 a 
year. 
The proposed play would 
cut them to around $6,000,000, ut 
the present rate of state revenues. 
McPherson asserted 
the 
state 
must continue its extensive build­ 
ing program until the main arter­ 
ies haye been hard surfaced. Plans 
have been completed which will ab­ 
sorb all the revenues available un­ 
der the present finance system un 
til 1931, he 
claimed. 
Therefore, 
the cities, villages and townships 
should wait until the program has 
been carried along to the desired 
point and revenues have increased, 
due to normal growth, sufficient to 
allow a diversion of gasoline funds. 
My 1931, he estimated, the gasoline 
tax will be yielding $22,000,000 or 
more. 
He thinks one-third of that 
men could safely be distributed to 
the cities, townsh'ps and villages 
on the basis of mileage.

Expect Relief Today 
Following Cold Wave 


Houghton Has 
New Postmaster 


W ashington, Jan. 12— (ZP)— Edgar 
Rashle'gh was appointed postmas­ 
ter of Houghton, Mich., today by 
President Coolidge. 


A production tax of three per cent 
of the value has been tentatively 
agreed to as that which the legis­ 
lature will be asked to enact as a 
levy on the state’s newest asset— 
oil and gas. 
A meeting was 
held 
recently 
with representatives of oil com­ 
panies, the state and others inter­ 
ested. 
The result was a decision 
that the most equitable way of tax 
ing the product would be to fix h 
percentage of the value at the 
well. 
In the case of oil, pipeline 
companies muy be held responsible 
for collection of the levy. 
The proceeds of the tax prob­ 
ably will be divided among Up­ 
state, the county und the township. 
Difficulties would arise if the state 
were to attempt to retain ull the 
receipts, it was said. 
No estim ate of the amount the 
tax might yield was available, be­ 
cause of the comparative newness 
of the development and because of 
the extent and weulth of oil re­ 
sources has not been determined. 
If fields now being tested aud those* 
already located prove to be con­ 
stant and large producers, a large 
revenue might bo obtained. 


The 1929 legislature has shat 
tared all records for prompt intro 
duction of important Issue*. 
Th* body has met only five days, 
two of which were taken up en­ 
tirely with organization and the 
governor's message. 
Yet bills al­ 
ready have been introduced advo­ 
cating revising the state criminal 
code, capital punishment and re­ 
arrangem ent of the distribution of 
highway revenued and others deal­ 
ing with income taxation and sub­ 
stitutes for the governor’s plan for 
raising funds for Improving state 
institutions are to be offered short­ 
ly after the 
legislature 
returns 
from the long recess ordered for 
committee junkets.

N infant American sport has reached its majority, 
and with the award of the 1932 Olympic Games 
to the United States, the international scene is shift­ 
ing in winter sports. 
The Olympic ski-jump in 1932 at Lake Placid, 
one of the winter sports capitals of America, will mark the cul­ 
mination of a period of American development that has been 
going on only about 30 years. 
A sound basis having been laid for skiing and skating as 
competitive sports, it only remains for the stimulus derived from 
the coming Olympic meet to secure recognition for America in 
international circles. 
The Scandinavians early established their supremacy in the 
winter sports world. 
W ith them skiing is the national pastime, 
and has in their land been utilized for centuries .is a means of 
tiavel. 
In past Olympic competitions Americans have been eminently 
successful against the continentals in the skating events, and even 
in the minor events like bob-tledding. 
But we have not entered 
a single American-born ski tunner or jumper who was capable of 
competing with the Scandinavians. 
It was only with the selection of Charles Proctor of Duit- 
mouth College as a membei of the 1926 Olympic team at St. 
Moritz that American ascendancy in skiing begall to take detinue 
shape.

O K 30 years Norwegian immigrants to the U. S. have 
brought with them their skis and love of winter sports. 
In 
* skiing they easily assumed the supremacy. 
I he list of past 
American champions includes few names which are not Scandi­ 
navian. 
There was a time when Norwegian was the official 
language at our championship meets. 
And even today the 
supremacy of l^ars Haugen and Rolf Monsen in the skiing wot Id 
is unquestioned. 
It is true that the greatest percentage of Scandinavian cham­ 
pions have become naturalized Americans. 
But the fact remains 
that their superior technique was due to tally training in their 
homeland. 
T herefore it is a good indication of progress to note the in­ 
creasing number of American-born winners who have emerged 
from the development which has taken place in the schools and 
colleges and outing clubs of America. 
The carnival idea popularized the sport, and placed it on a 
social plane. 
The outing clubs develo|>ed technique and skill. 
Individuals contributed valuable trophies, leading to improve 
ment in competition. 
T he winter sports governing bodies exer­ 
cised a benevolent dictatorship as in tennis, golf, and baseball. 
Many who went at first as onlookers found themselves sue 
tombing happily to the lure of the game. 
Their number grew 
annually. 
That is the secret of winter sports. 
It is the spirit 
of general participation. 
I here are cross-country Ti runs, hare and hound races on 
skis, skating races and ski and skate gymkanas, hockey, curling, 
skijoring, tobogganing, arid sleigh riding. 
These are only part 
of the fun. 
And for one who lives in a northern climate there 


is a choice of sports which makes for spark­ 
ling eyes, ruddy cheeks, and very good 
dispositions. 
T he winter sport carnival originated at 
Dartmouth College with the Outing Club. 
Since then it has spread to other eastern 
colleges favored by winter sport conditions, 
like Williams. Amherst. New Hampshire, 
Vermont and Vassar. 
F rom the colleges the idea spread to 
communities like Berlin and Norwich, N . 
H .; Brattleboro and Bellows Falls, V er­ 
mont; and Springfield, Mass. Outing clubs 
appeared 
in every center where winter 
sports wfre held. 
And with fully half of 
the United States in the snow and ice belt 
we have become a country where participa­ 
tion is general. 
W 
H A T is the explanation of this 
mushroom growth in winier sports > 
It is the thrill of the thing, which 
takes possession of the spectator and par­ 
ticipant alike. 
It is a heritage, perhaps, 
from the Norse and Viking. 
Ski jumping is the king of winter sports. 
It is the most thrilling and daring of all the 
modern sports. 
There is a glamor and 
hero quality which attaches itself 
to these knights of tile air who 
jump. 
Surely there is the hardy 
blood of Vikings in these youths 
who 
smilingly 
hurl 
themselves 
down the sides of mountains with 
tile speed and grace of an arrow’s 
flight. 
Certainly it is no sport for 
the novice!

Charles Jewtraw— these are names 
which have made history on the ice. 
These greyhound streaks have for so long 
slithered existing American records that their 
superiority at present ip little questioned. Ameri­ 
can Olympic skating teams have for years been 
the big guns of international competitions. 
In 1928 Jaffee won the 10.000-meter event 
at St. Moritz, only to be deprived of his crown 
by a cancellation of the race. 
T he Olympic 
laurels which fell to the veteran Thunberg of 
Norway in the dashes are going to rest uneasily 
four years hence when the young crop of Ameri­ 
can stars has reached its maturity. 
For it is in the skating world that American de­ 
velopment has been most rapid. 
In the womep's figure skating event, Beatrix Loughran of 
New York is the undisputed American champion. 
In the past 
two Olympic competitions she has won second and third places 
lespectively. Her title was recently held by Miss Cecil Eustace- 
Smith of Canada, who also captured the fancy skating crown of 
her own country. 
Miss Eustace-Smith is still one of the clever­ 
est woman skaters in the world and is always dangerous in 
competition. 
The United States won second place in the 1928 Olympic 
winter sports events largely through the score piled up by those 
expatriates. John Heaton and W illiam Fiskei in the bob sleigh 
events.

days. 
It is the most brilliant event of college competition. 
It 
draws the most colorful crowd of the season to the Adirondack 
Bobby Doyle, 12 year lid l a mber cf the same club, is notable

In the ski running events the brothers Satre reign supreme. 
The trio from the Salisbury Outing Club have asserted a 
supremacy which has of late almost become a monopoly. 
M ag­ 
nus Satre is present national champion, having wrested the laurel 


resort. 
Dog sled racing is an innovation on the winter sports programs 
in the east, and is already a feature in Canada. Ice boat races, 
skijoring competitions, airplane gliding— these are sports which 
are yet in their infancy, but will soon be regularly carded. Long
